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INTRODUCTION. 




|HE following pages contain the proceedings of the 
Manchester Courts Leet and Courts Baron (which 
were held together) from October, 1618, to May, 
1 64 1. These Courts were held twice in each year, at 
or near Michaelmas and Easter, the most important of the two 
being the Michaelmas Court, at which all the officers for the ensuing 
year were appointed. As shown in the Introduction to Volume II., 
the number of these officers had grown from 71 in 1586 to 100 in 
1617. At the Court held 8th October, 1618, the number then 
elected was 104, whilst in that held 9th October, 1639, it was 106. 
This very slight increase shows that nothing had occurred to call for 
the appointment of many fresh officers. In some cases their services 
were not required, and they were dispensed with. Thus "the officers 
for the foote ball," appointed first in 1608, to prohibit the playing of 
football in the streets (see Introduction to Volume II.), were elected 
in October, 161 8, but not subsequently, the order of the Court no 
doubt having been sufficient to put a stop to it. Four " officers to 
dispose of the money received for Collihurst" were appointed at the 
Court held 1st October, 161 7 (vol. ij., p. 323), and regularly after- 
wards, whilst two "Bylawmen for Collihurst and Collihurst foot" 
were appointed in October, 1626, and at all subsequent Courts. The 
former had to see to the proper disbursement of the ;{^io per annum 
paid by the lord of the manor, and secured by an indenture dated 
1 2th February, 1616-17, and printed in Volume II., pp. 328-332, 
and the latter had no doubt to see that the privileges, which the lord 
had thus bought in Collihurst, were not abused by the inhabitants of 
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the town. The fear of a fresh visitation of the Plague is shown by 
the precautions ordered at the Court held 6th October, 1625 (see 
pp. 101-2), and the appointment of officers for the chief streets to 
see that these orders were duly carried into effect 

The proceedings of the Courts held during this period do not 
call for much comment. There seems to have been a strenuous 
endeavour in the earlier years to enforce the provisions of an 
important Act, passed in 1603-4, for the better curing and tanning 
of leather, and there are several orders and reports (the latter in 
rather strange Latin) relating to this subject (see pp. 80, 81, SS, 
94-5, 103, 116-17), >ri which some curious trade terms are used. 
The desirability of doing something for the Poor of the town seems 
to have been very prominently in the minds of many of the citizens, 
and there will be found in these pages various deeds, printed 
literatim et verbatim^ relating to the money and lands left for the 
benefit of the Poor of the town by Walter and Margaret Nugent, 
in 1609 (see pp. 63-4, and pp. 198-204), Edward Mayes, in 162 1 
(see pp. 39-41, and pp. 231-9), George Marshall, in 1624 (see 
pp. 104-11, pp. 290-300, and pp. 335-48), and George Clarke, in 
1636 (see pp. 301-14). The former left two sums of 20 shillings 
each from the rents of two houses in the Market Street, to supply 
*' turves" to the Poor, and these small rent-charges were regularly 
paid up to the years 1807 and 1839 respectively. They were paid, 
however, not from houses in the Market Street, as left by the 
Nugcnts, but from two houses Nos. 38 and 40, Smithy Door, and 
these having been purchased by the Improvement Committee of 
the Corporation, the two small rent-charges were for a time over- 
looked. In 1868 Mr. William Martin, the City Treasurer and 
Mayor's Almoner, called the attention of the Committee to this 
matter, and suggested that the rent-charges should be purchased 
by the Committee. This was agreed to, and the sum of £100 was 
paid for the arrears and purchase money, and this sum, being 
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invested, now yields £^ per annum, which is distributed with Clarke 
and Marshall's Charities. Mayes left a lump sum of ;{^I20, which in 
1635 was very judiciously invested by his trustees in the purchase of 
houses and lands in the town (see pp. 231-9), the rents of which 
now amount to £/[2g i8s. 6>4d. per annum, George Marshall, a 
well-to-do mercer, and George Clarke, a rich haberdasher, both 
childless men, after giving money legacies to their relations, left 
their houses and lands to trustees, for the benefit of the town, and 
these charities now produce the following incomes: — Marshall's, 
£67 los., and Clarke's, ^^2,879 ^7^- 9^- P^^ annum. By having 
the deeds of these charities transcribed in full, in the Court Book, 
they could always be referred to, and all danger of their being 
lost or forgotten was obviated. There is also mention in 1620 of 
a stock of money for the Poor, which, no doubt, had been formed 
by successive small legacies, and to which, for some reason or 
other, "The Company of Virginia" subscribed £10. (See p. 32.) 
Mr. John Hartley also, in 1637, in consideration of a recognition 
of his right to the first "cale," or turn, at the Conduit (after 
William Radcliffe, Esq.), left £2 per annum as a rent-charge on a 
burgage in Manchester for the repair of the Conduit (see pp. 251-6) ; 
but this payment, now that the Conduit has been removed, has long 
since ceased. 

In the early part of the seventeenth century Manchester appears 
to have attracted many persons to settle in the town, either on 
account of the demand for labour, or in order to establish themselves 
in trade. The influx of these *' strangers," as they were termed, 
seems to have caused much trouble to the authorities of the town, 
for it, no doubt, not un frequently happened that they fell into poverty 
and so became a burden to the town, *'to the great damage and 
offence of all the Inhabitants and to the defraudinge of the releivc 
[relief] of the native poore of this place and to the incouragement of 
others daylic to make the like." A stringent Order was therefore 
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obtained from the two Judges sitting at the Assizes at Lancaster, 
24th August, 1629 (see pp. 165-6), that in the event of any strangers 
settling in the town, those who took them in or let them houses 
should give security that neither they nor their children should 
become chargeable to the inhabitants. This Order was confirmed 
by subsequent Judges (see pp. 270-1), and there is given a long 
list of 65 such "Bonds" entered into by various persons between 
the years 1632 and 1639 (see pp. 271-7). 

During the period embraced by the contents of this volume, 
1618 to 1641, the Lord of the Manor of Manchester was Edward 
MoSLEV, who at the time of the death of his father, Rowland 
Mosley, Esq., in March, 1617, was only six months old. Being a 
minor he became a ward of the King, but his wardship appears to 
have been purchased by his mother, Mrs. Anne Mosley, who 
practically managed his estates for him. (See p. 168, ftote i.) He 
came of age in 1638, and was shortly afterwards — on the lOth July, 
1640 — created a Baronet. The first STEWARD, whose name occurs 
in this volume, 8th October, 16 18, was Osivald Mosley, of the 
Ancoats, Esq., a cousin of Rowland Mosley s, but in the following 
year, 7th October, 161 9, William Sparke, of Manchester, gent, 
appears as Steward, and he held that oflSce till 1630. On 13th April, 
1630, Oswald Mosley s name re-appears, but at the next Court, 
Sth October, 1630, Ralph Worthiugton, Esq., was Steward, a 
position he retained till 1638. At the Court held lOth April, 1638, 
Robert Twyford, gent, was Steward, but Ralph Worthingtons name 
re-appears at the next Court, 9th October. 1638, for the last time. 
On 7th May, 1639, Robert Tivyford occurs as Steward, a position 
he was holding when this volume closes. After May, 1641, no 
Courts were held till October, 1647, as shown by the proceedings of 
the Court for May, 1641, ending in the middle of a page, and those 
for October, 1647, commencing on the same page directly after 
them. This break in the continuity of these Records is much to be 
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regfretted, as it includes the interesting period of the Civil War, but 
in such distracted times it is no wonder that the Courts were not 
held. As will be seen in the next volume, the proceedings of the 
Court held October, 1647, are unusually long, the deaths of many 
persons who had died several years prior to that date being there 
entered. 

As in the previous volumes, the proceedings of the Courts here 
printed have been compared, line for line, with the original, so as to 
ensure their faithful reproduction in print All curious points have 
been explained, and particulars of the family history of most of the 
many persons, whose deaths are here recorded, have been added 
in the notes. This information has been obtained from wills, 
inquisitions post mortem^ and old deeds and papers; and I have 
spared no pains to make these notes as accurate and complete as 
possible. Only those who have undertaken similar work know 
how much ground must be gone over, and how great a number of 
such documents must be consulted, before even a very few lines 
can be written. It is hoped, however, that the information thus 
put together, nearly all of which appears in these volumes for the 
first time, will be found of value by those who take an interest in 
the many old Manchester families, to whose wisdom and foresight 
the tow-n owes so much.

Before Oswald Mosley, of the Ancoats [Ancoats Hall], Esq., Steward 
of the said Court, 1618. 

The Manor of Manchester at this time belonged to Edward Mosley, son and heir of 
Rowland Mosley, Esq., whose death took place in March, 161 7. (See vol. ij., p. 318;/.) 
This Edward Mosley at this time was a boy under the age of two years, having been only 
six months old at the time of his father's death. He was a ward of the King, and his 
estates were managed by trustees. 

Oswald Moslems name occurs first as Steward at the Court held 8th April, 161 3. (See 
^ol. ij., p. 278.) He was cousin of Rowland Mosley, Esq., being the son and heir of 
Anthony Mosley, gent., younger brother of Sir Nicholas Mosley, Knt.

It is referred to in these Records for the first time on the 
6th October, 1586, when ** ye Cuckingestoole poole " is referred to. (See vol, ij., p. 6 ) 
This pool was situated near the house of Mr. William Radcliffe (hence called Pool Fold), 
who had filled up the ditch, but was obliged by the Court to open it again. (See vol. ij. 
pp. 47 and 145. ) The Cuckstool had now fallen into decay, so that it was decided to 
procure a new one and to erect it in Market Stead Lane.

* The articles of agreement for the sale of this property made between Thomas Leigh, 
of High Leigh (of the East Hall), co. Chester, Esq., and Humfray Boothe, of Salford, 
CO. Lana, gent, are dated 22nd April, 1619. The former agrees to convey to the latter, 
by fine or otherwise as shall be advised by Humfray Davemport, Esq. , or other counsel 
learned in the law, all those messuages, burgages, lands, &c. , in Salford and in Manchester 
and Chorleton Roe, co. Lane, now or late in the several occupations of Charles Haworth, 
George ParcyvaU, Gilbert Marshall, Thomas Irlam, Thomas Wood, Edward Turner, 
Thomas Sedden, Richard Diggles, George Sikes, Richard Sharpies alias ffogg, Randle 
ParcyvaU, George Doodson, William Holland, John Halle, John Haughton, Richard 
Radcliffe, and Thomas Pycrofte, to have and to hold to the said Humfray Booth his heirs 
and assigns for ever in consideration of the sum of £^y>n 
vou III.

^ Richard Holland, of Denton and Heaton, Esq., was the son and heir of Edward 
Holland, of Denton, Esq., and was bom aboat 1547, being 24 years of age at the time 
of his father's Inquisition /^j/ mortem^ 20th January, 1570-1. (5>ee also vol. i., p. 135.) 
He married Margaret, daughter and co-heiress of Sir Robert L^ngley, of Agecroft, Knt. 
(and the widow of John Reddish, of Reddish, Esq., who died in 1569). He had issue five 
daughters only, Mary, married to Adam Eccleston, of Eccleston, co. Lane., Esq.; Elizabeth, 
married to Arthur Aldborough, of Aldborough, co. York, Esq.; Margaret, married to 
William Brereton, of Handforth, co. Chester, Esq.; Jane, married to Robert Duckenfield, 
of Duckenfield, ca Chester, Esq. ; and Frances, married to John Preston, of the Manor, 
CO. Lane, Esq. He was High Sheriff of Lancashire in 1573, 1582, and 1596, and took 
an active part in the affairs of Lancashire in the latter part of the i6th century. He died 
at Heaton on the 2nd March, 1618-19, and was buried at Prestwich on the following day, 
as thus recorded in the Register there : '* i6i8[-i9] Sepult. Richardus Holland de Heaton, 
armiger ; funera solenmizata March 16." His wife Margaret had predeceased him, her 
burial being thus entered in the same Register: "1616. Sept 25. Sepult. Margreta 
Holland, uxor Richi Holland de Heaton, armiger* ; funera solemnizata Oct 8. " His 
Inquisition /0x/ mortem^ taken at Manchester loth September, 1619, before the following 
Jury, Henry Stanley, of Broughton, Esq., Oswald Mosley, dl Ancoates, Esq., Thomas 
Strangwaies, of Strangwaies, gent, George Tipping, of Manchester, gent, John Duncalf, 
of Salford, gent, Richard Fox, of Manchester, gent, Thomas Brownesword, of the same, 
gent, Thomas Owen, of the same, gent, John Gilliam, of the same, gent, Adam Byrom, 
of Salford, gent, Thomas Byrom, of the same, gent, Thomas Ireland, of Barton, gent, 
Francis Pendleton, of Manchester, gent, Edward Tetlowe, of Caldhurst, gent., Giles 
Aynsworth, of Bolton, gent , Edward Greenalgh, of Harwood, gent , Robert Haslame, 
of Harwood, gent , James Isherwood, of Harwood, gent , Edward Brooke, of Harwood, 
gent. , and John Brooke, of Harwood, gent , shows that he died seised of the manors of 
Denton, Kenyon, and Lawton, and messuages and lands there and in Heaton-super- 
Faghefield, Bolton-on-the-Moors, Harwood, Sharpies, and Wordeley ; lands in Barton* 
upon-Irwell and Manchester; lands in Over Heaton, purchased by him from Oswald 
Mosley. Esq., and lands in Droylsden, Worsley, Wardley, and Prestwich. These manors 
and lands having been settled in tail male by indenture dated 5th January, 1612-13, he 
was succeeded by his brother, Edward Holland, Esq. , who died in 1631. His will, dated 
loth November, 1618, was proved at Chester in 1619, bat is not now to be found there. 
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The Jurye doe p8te [present] that James Cheetam* of Nuthurste 
ys deceassed and that Thomas Cheetam ys his sonne and heire and 
ys to doe his suite and service.

> James Chetham, of Nathttrst, gent, died in December, 1614, and at the Court held 
5th October, 1615, his death was announced, and it was stated that Thomas, his son and 
heir, was then under age. (See vol ij., p. 305^ where an account of him is given.) Thomas 
being now of age, was ordered to come and do his suit and service. 

* Edward Shacklock, of Moston, gent. , was the son and heir of Robert Shacklocki 
of Moston, and Elizabeth, his wife. He married Alice, daughter of Ralph Cudworth, 
of Wemeth, gent, who survived him, and by whom he had issue. He was buried at the 
Collegiate Church, Manchester, on the 20th October, 1618. His will, dated 14th October, 
1618, was proved at Chester in the following year. His Inquisition pos/ morUm was 
taken 14th January, 1618-19, but is not now in the Record office. 

* Robert Jepson's death was announced at the Court held 8th October, 1601, when 
his son and heir, Adam, was under age. (See vol ij., p. 174.) Having now come of 
age, he was ordered to appear and do his suit and service. 

* According to the Lancashire Visitation of 1613 (Chetham Society, vol 82) William 
Ashhurst, of Ashhurst, Esq., living in that year, the representative of a family which had 
been seated there for many generations, married Margaret, daughter of Thomas Wilton, 
and had a son, Henry Ashhurst, then 30 years of age. His will, dated 6th February, 
1615-16, was proved at Chester 9th April, 1618. He mentions his wife Margaret, his son 
Henry Ashhurst, and his daughter Anne Elston, and Robert, Elizabeth, Margaret, Henry, 
Anne, and Mary Elston, children of the latter. Henry Ashhurst was to pay his mother 
£^ a year, in default of which she was to have all the testator's lands in Bispham and 
Wrightington for her life. 

^ Francis Nuttall, of Blakeley, co. Lane, gent, made his will the 13th May, 1619, 
and it was proved at Chester, 17th November, 1620. In it he bequeaths to his eldest son, 
John Nuttall, his best bed at Haslingden and all other bedsteads, &c., there, "which 
were left to me by my grandfather. " To his, the testator's son, James Nuttall, he left 
"a oorslett which I had of Mr. Salmon and Mrs. Salmon," and ''to James Nuttall my 
grandson the bed &c. in the little chamber where he now lieth with his mother. " ' ' Francis 
Nuttall my youngest son" and "Dorothy Nuttall my daughter" to have "the third 
part of my goods," one other third part to "Alice my wife," and the other third " I 
reserve to myself." He refers to lands which he held in Haslingden and in Okenhead 
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The Jurye doe p8te that Whereas there hathe bene manye ord"

Wood, which he had surrendered to certain uses, and appoints his wife sole executrix, and 
his brother-in-law, Henry Haworth, and his "cosen " William Kenyon, of Manchester, over- 
seers. The inventory of his goods, chiefly fanning stock, household goods, &c., amounted 
to £l^S 9s- i<>d- ^y & ctccd dated i8th May, 1614, Francis Nuttall granted to James 
Nuttall, his second son, a messuage in Blackley and a close of land called Halles Moor 
in Blackley, containing 30 acres of land. By another deed dated nth April, 162 f, 
Francis Nuttall, of Blakeley, yeoman, conveys to John Nuttall, of Blakeley, gent, a 
messuage in Blakeley, late in the occupation of Francis Nuttall, their father, and other 
messuages and lands there. In the Chetham MUcellanUs^ vol. v. (Letters on the Claims 
of the College of Arms in Lancashire, p. 6), Canon Raines has an interesting note on this 
Mr. Francis Nuttall, of Blackley Hall, near Middleton (but in the parish of Manchester), 
who was for some years Steward of the Court Leet of Sir John Byron, the manorial lord 
of Rochdale. His daughter Dorothy was baptised at Middleton 8th March, 1596-7, and 
his wife was buried at Rochdale loth August, 1597. The Alice named in his will must 
therefore have been his second wife. " Mr. Francis Nuttall of Blackeley " was buried at 
Middleton 24th September, 1619. John Nuttall, his son and heir, named in the text, 
manied Grace, one of the three daughters and co-heirs of Thomas Crompton, of Cromp- 
ton, gent. Francis NuttalPs Inquisition post nwrtem^ taken in the 1 8th James, shows 
that he died seised of lands in Blackley and Gorton.

^ Ralph Hulme, of Manchester, gent. , who occurs here and in subsequent Courts as 
selling so many messuages, lands, &c, was the son and heir of Robert Hulme, of Man- 
chester, who died 29th December, 15S4 (see vol. i., p. 248, where an account of bim 
will be found), by Anne, his wife, daughter of Robert Holt, of Ashworth, gent. He 
was married at the Collegiate Church, 22nd December, 1593, to Thomasine, daughter 
and heir of John Marler, of Manchester (see vol. ij., p. 183), by whom he had issue. He 
died in 1623. {Seeposfea.)

' Geoige Tipping was a linen draper in Manchester, the second son of Richard 
Tipping, of Manchester, who died in 1592. (See vol. ij.,p. 68-9//.) His name has very 
frequently occurred in these Records. (See Index to vol. ij. )

^ The Market Cross was situate in the Market Place, near to the Booths, and its 
repair has been several times before the Court. 

* The Bell was, it is believed, fixed in a small belfiy on the Booths, and was rung to 
let the inhabitants know when the market had commenced (see vol. ij., p. 307} and also 
probably when it ended. (See also 8th April, 1624, posUa.) 

' The Cage, a kind of temporary prison, fitted in front with strong iron bars, through 
which the prisoners could speak to their friends and ask for charity, is mentioned for the 
first time in 159a (See vol. ij., p. 47.) It is believed to have been placed in the 
Market Place as the most central place in the town. 

^ The Booths is frequently mentioned in these Records, but this is the first time that 
the obligation to repair it has been stated to belong to Mr. John Hunt The Booths was a 
large wooden building situate in the Market Place, where these Courts, and probably also 
the Quarter Sessions and the meetings of the Magistrates were regularly held. (See voL ij., 
P* 47 '^^ ) ]o\m Hunt, gentleman, was the son and heir of Richard Hunt, of Manchester, 
gentleman, who died in December, 1587 (see vol ij., p. 19), and was the representative 
of a family long seated in Manchester and occupying a good position there. In the will 
of Richard Hunt, dated 6th December, 1587, and proved at Chester 19th April, 1588, 
he refers particularly to the "tollboothe [and] the toll and stallages of Manchester" 
which formed part of his estate, and in his Inquisition post mortem^ taken at Manchester 
the 18th January, 1587-8, there is special mention of *' a house called the Tolle Booth 
in Manchester and the toll stallage and customs of the same town,*' which were held of 
John Lacy, Esquire, the then lord of the manor of Manchester, ''in socage by fealty, 
suit at the chief courts of the said John Lacy, and the yearly rent of ;^4, and they are 
worth beyond reprises 6s. 8d." The " Tolle Booth " house was the building generally 
called "the Booths," as in the text. Soon after Sir Nicholas Mosley had purchased the 
manor of Manchester he, being '* a man of greate liveinge, power and comaunde in and 
aboute the same towne of Maunchester," laid claim to the possession of the Booths as 
against John Hunt, who in his " Answer to the Bill of Complaint " of the said Nicholas 
Mosley, supplies the following interesting history of this building. He states "That 
S' Thomas Weste Knighte, late Lorde la Ware, and Thomas Weste, his sonne and heire 
apparante, or one of them, were lawfully seised in theire or the one of theire demesne as 
of fee, of and in the tolle bothe in Maunchester aforesaid and of and in all the tolles, 
stallages, and customes w^ all the proffittes p'tayninge and belonginge vnto the same 
cominge or growinge w^in the same ToMme of Maunchester. And beinge so seised 
by theire sufficiente deede made in or about the fifteenth daie of July in the sixte 
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shall weekelye sweepe and keepe Cleane the same sub pena to the 
said John Hunte or his ffarmer iij" vj" viij** and sub pena to euye 
[every] tenant vsinge or occupyeinge any stall in the said boothes for 

e3ye Weeke beinge vnswept & not made cleane iiij** fwn est 

factum.

Four pounds was also to be paid at the decease of every tenant as a relief. The said 
Richard Hunt died seised of the said tollbooth, &c, and they had descended to the 
said John Hunt, who by force thereof " doth take and receave the Rentes, issues, and 
proffittes of the said tolleboothe and the tolles stallages and Customes due and payable 
for all thinges boughte and sold w^in the said Towne of Maunchester," and that "the 
rente and s'vices reserved in and vpon the said deede" had been yearly paid and done. 
He also denied " that hee hath ti^en any toll stallage or other dutie or custome or in 
any other place of the said Towne of Maunchester, than where he oughte and maie 
lawfullie doe, neither hath he exacted extorted or violentlie enforced any of his Ma^ 
[Majesty's] subiectes to paie any strange and vnaccustomed imposicons tolles and duties 
whereby his Ma^ subiects are iniuriouslie oppressed and wronged as in the said bill ys 
vDtrulie alledged.*' He also states that " he is at a greate charge weeklie to cleane and 
make cleane the streate and Markett place of the said Towne of Maunchester over and 
besides the rente and s'vices w<^ he yearelie paieth and doth for the said toll and p^misses. '* 
The above quaint account of a dispute about the '* Market Tolls " in the early part of 
the seventeenth century seems too interesting to be omitted. The date of the dispute is 
about 1610. The decision of the Court was evidently in John Hunt's favour, as we find 
him ordered to repair the " Toll Booth '* in 1620, as in the text, where it is described as 
" The Court House comonlye called the Boothes."

* At the Court held 12th April, 16 10, Richard Hartley was returned as the son and 
heir of Nicholas Hartley, deceased, and then under age. (See vol. ij., p. 251, where a 
long note on the Hartley family b given.) He was married, but had no issue, so that his 
brother John is returned as his heir under the terms of the entail made by his father's 
will in 1609. He was buried at the Collegiate Church, 19th March, 1619-20, as 
"Richard Hartley of Manchester, draper." His nuncupative will made 15th March, 
16x9-20, was proved at Chester, loth May, in that year. He gave the one-half of his 
goods to Elizabeth, his wife, and the other half to his brothers, Nicholas and George, 
and to his sisters, Margaret and Elizabeth, equally between them. Ellen Hartley, 
widow, his mother, aged 52 years, deposed as to the truth of this will. 

' James Lancashire was returned as son and heir to his father, of the same name, 
whose death was announced at the Court held 24th April, 1606. (See vol ij., p. 214.) 

^ From some documents, quoted in vol ij., pp. 2X » and 23311, it appears that 
Thomas Goodier, of Manchester, married Ellen, daughter of Ralph Proudlove, of 
Manchester, and heir to her brother, Ralph Proudlove, of one-half of the latter's estate. 
Ellen Goodier died 7th August, 1591, leaving a son and heir, Robert Goodier. Thomas 
Goodier married secondly, about 1597, Katherine, the widow of Ralph Sorocold, of 
Manchester. (See vol ij., p. 84«.) Thomas Goodier was Boroughreeve in 1579-80, 
and one of the Constables in 1 580- 1 and in 1594-5, and Boroughreeve again in 1597-8. 
He was buried at the Collegiate Church, Manchester, on the 31st August, 1599, and at 
the Court held 4th October in that year Robert Goodier was returned as his son and heir 
and under age. (See vol ij., pp. 153 and 166.) Robert Goodier, whose death is now 
announced, was one of the Constables in 1603-4 (see vol ij., p. 207), and Boroughreeve 
in 1606-7. He was buried at Manchester on the X3th April, 1 621, as ** Robert Goodyear 
of Manchester gent. " His will is not now at Chester, but the inventory of his goods, &c. , 
taken 17th September, 1621, is there. In it there is mention of Elizabeth, his widow. 
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The Jurye Doth find that John whitworth* of Newton is deceased 
since the last leete and that his sonne is vnder age.

The Jurye Doth find that ffrauncis Pendleton' of this Towne is 
Deceased since the laste Leete and y* his sonne is not att age. 

The Jurye Doth find that wittm Bell and John Beswicke haue 
purchased of m' Raph Hulme five Burgages or mesuages lyinge & 
beinge in one streete comonlye called the S* Marye gate and one 
mesuage or Burgage in the Milnegate and it appeareth by theire 
Deeds that the moitie or one halfe of the abouesaid six Burgages 
or mesuages Doth belonge to wittm Bell his heires & assignes for 
euer and the other halfe of the said six Burgages or mesuages

* Francis Pendleton was returned as son and heir to his father, Henry Pendleton, 
deceased, at the Court held 7th April, 1586 (see vol i., p. 257), when he was under age. 
He came of age before the 30th September, 1596. (See vol. ij., p. 115.) His name 
frequently occurs in these Records. (See vol ij., Index.) He was Boroughreeve in 
1608-9 and 1616-17, and one of the two Constables in i6ii-i2. He was three times 
married, first to Elizabeth Hindley, who was buried at the Collegiate Church, Manchester, 
14th March, i6oi-2 ; secondly to Ann, daughter of George Holland, of Manchester, gent, 
whom he married there on i6th February, 1602-3, and who was buried there loth May, 
1609 ; and thirdly to a wife Sarah, who survived him. He had issue by all three wives. 
He was buried at Manchester the 22nd April, 1621. His will, dated 14th April, 1 621, 
was proved at Chester 24th October, 1622. In it he desired to be buried ** in the Jesus 
Chapel in or adjoining to the parish church of Manchester, in or near the place where 
my two former wives Elizabeth Hindley and Ann Holland were buried.'' He wished 
that all the conveyances of his lands made by him to the use of Sara, his then wife, or to 
any of his children, might remain in force. He bequeathed to his brother [in law], James 
Chetham, and his cousin, William Sparke, the two messuages in the Withengreave, in 
Manchester, in the tenure of Robert Sotheme, Robert Townley, and Ralph Whitworth, 
in trust, to sell the same to pay his debts. To them he also bequeathed ;f 200 out 
of lands reserved in and by one indenture dated nth October, 1 61 9, made between 
him of the one part, and Othes Holland, James Cheetham, Thomas Brownsword, and 
William Sparke, gentlemen, of the other part, the said sum to be for the use of my sons 
Henry and ThoHnas, and of my daughters Mary and Martha equally between them. 
"And whereas I have two closes in Manchester called the Heaths of the Right Hon. 
William now Earl of Derby for the lives of me the said Francis, Sara my wife, and 
Edward my son, I devise the same to the use of Sara my wife until my son Edward be 
21 years of age and then to him for the rest of the said term, " With remainder successively 
in case of Edward*s death under age to Henry and Thomas, the testator's younger sons. 
Two-thirds of his goods to his wife, and the third part ** according to the law and customc 
of the Province of York "to * * my said children Edward, Henry, Thomas, Mary and Martha 
equally amongst them." "I earnestly desire my lo>ing Mistress M'*' Mosley of the 
Honghend, that she will suffer my wife and children to enjoy the Toll of meal within the 
town of Manchester, according as I have enjoyed the same. ** He made his wife executrix, 
and his loving friends James Heyfeild, alias Mason, and John Traves, overseers. The 
will was proved before Mr. Edward Tacey, clerk, Curate of Manchester.

The following will, dated 7th May, 1621, relating to the earliest 
Manchester Charity, is copied into Vol. III. of the original Court 
Leet Records, and it seems very fitting that it should be printed 
here, as the persons named in it were all living at this time. With 
the money, ;^ 120, here bequeathed, the feoffees purchased lands in 
1635, the indenture relating to which will be found under that year. 
(See postea,) At the end of the will are many quaint bequests of 
jewelry, articles of wearing apparel, &c., which are interesting. This 
charity now produces a large annual revenue. 

In the name of god Amen the Seaventh day of May In the 
yeare of our lord god One thousand Six hundred twentie and one 
I Edward Mayse of Manchest' in the County of Lancaster gentleman 
beinge sicke in body but of good and perfect memorie I thank god 
therefore doe ordeyne Constitute and make this my last will (revoke- 
inge all former wills whatsoever) in manner and forme foUowinge 
(viz) ffirst I give and bequeath my soule vnto almightie god my 
maker trustinge to bee saved by the meritts and bloodsheedinge of 
Jesus Christ my sole redeemer and my bodie to Christian buriall in

* Little is known about this generous benefactor to Manchester. His name is not 
to be found in the first volume of these Records, but it occurs pretty frequently in the 
second volume (see Index), as he was appointed to various offices by the Court Lcct. 
On the 8th April, 1613 (see vol ij., p. 280), he was charged with keeping a common 
gaming house and lined 40s., so that it is probable he kept an inn in the town. He 
was buried at Manchester 27th May, 1621. From his will he appears to have been 
unmarried, and to have had few relations, and none in Manchester or the neighbourhood. 
His is the only instance of the name, Mayes, to be found in the Indices to the wills now

The Jurie doe find that Wittm Gloverr the late sonne of W™ 
Glover^ is deceased since the last Leete and that Edmund Glover 
his brother is his heire & att full age and is to come in to Doe

> At the Court held 8th October, i6i8, it was announced that William Glover, of 
Manchester, gent. , was dead, and that William Glover, his son and heir, was then of 
full age. (See p. 5.) The death of this William, the son, is now recorded* In his 
will, dated 13th July, 1619, describing himself as ''William Glover of Manchester, 
geot.,*' he desired to be buried in the parish church of Manchester, "as near where my 
father and ancestors were buried as may be." Being seised of one burgage and lands 
in Deansgate, by virtue of certain deeds and of the will of his late father, William Glover, 
deceased, he granted the same to the use of his mother, Ellen Glover, for her life, and 
after her decease to Robert Ardeme, of Manchester, gent., for 99 years, and then to the 
right heirs of the said Robert Ardeme for ever, upon condition that he pay the sums of 
money to the poor of Manchester appointed in his late father's will ; and he made him 
and his (the testator's) mother executors. This will was proved 6th July, 1621. There 
are several references to Robert Ardeme, gent., in the Manchester registers. 

* He was swom to the lord and did his fealty, and was admitted tenant. 
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The Jurye doth find that Rofet Hesketh esq'* is deceased and that 
Thomas Hesketh esq' his sonne is his next heire and att full age and 
is to come in and Doe his suit and service. 

The Jurye Doe find that John Shalcrosse' is sonne & heire to 
Richard Shalcrosse and Margrett his wyffe and nowe att full age and 
is to come in and Doe his suite and service Jur] est Diio &c. 

The Jury doe find that John Whitworth' of Newton is deceased 
and that John Whitworth is his sonne & heire & vnder age. 

The Jurye doe find that John Sorocould* is deceased and that 
his sonne John Sarocould is his heire and at full age & is to come in 
and doe his suit & service. 

> Robert Hesketh, Esq., ''lord of Heskaith, Rufiford, Holmes and Holmewood, 
Martholme, Great Harwood, Houghwick and Beconsawe, now living 1613," entered a 
pedigree of 18 generations at the Visitation of Lancashire taken in 1613. He was the 
son and heir of Sir Thomas Hesketh, Knt., who died in 1588, and he was three times 
married; first at Ormskirk, 29th September, 1567, to Mary, daughter of Sir George 
Stanley, Knt., Marshall of Ireland (and sister and heir to Henry Stanley, Esq., of the 
Cross Hall) by whom he had issue ; and secondly to Blanch, daughter and co-heir of 
Henry Twyford, of Kenwick, co. Salop, Esq. (and the widow of William Stopford, of 
Bispham, gent.), who was buried at Eccleston, ist June, 1606, without issue ; and thirdly 
to Joan, daughter of Thomas Spencer (one of his tenants), and the widow of — . Harsnape. 
The licence for this marriage is dated 6th June, 161 7, and she died ist February, 1657-8, 
leaving one legitimate and five illegitimate children, the latter bom before marriage. 
(See Piccope's MS. Pedigrees, Chetham Library.) Robert Hesketh, Esq., who was 
about 72 years of age, died on the 7th November, 1620. His will, dated 8th September, 
1620, was proved at Chester 22nd December in that year. His Inquisition post mortem, 
a very long document, taken in 1623, is in the Record Office. Thomas Hesketh, his son 
and heir, was 50 years of age at the time of his father^s death. 

' At the Court held 14th October, 1602, the death of Richard Shalcross the younger 
was announced, his son and heir, John Shalcross, being under age. (See vol. ij., p. 184.) 
Being now of age he is ordered to attend and do his suit and service. 

» There is at Chester the will of John Whitworth, of Newton, dated 20th January, 
1605-6, and proved there in 1606. In this he mentions his son John and the latter's six 
children. It seems probable that the death of this son John is now announced. He 
was buried at the Collegiate Church on the 20th March, 1 620-1, as "John Whitworth 
of Newton, yeoman. '* His will, if he made any, does not appear to be at Chester. 

^ John Sorocold was the second son of Ralph Sorocold, of Manchester, vintner or 
merchant, who died in 1593. (See vol. ij., p. 84.) His name occurs frequently in 
these Records (see Index to vol. ij. ), and he was one of the two Constables elected 
1st October, 1607. By his wife, Mary Hodges, he had a large family. In hb will, 
dated the 2nd March, i62o[-i], he describes himself as "John Sorocould of Man- 
chester, merchant," and desired to be buried "in the parish church of Manchester 
near or in the place where my father and mother lie, which is close to the Great 
Stone of my cosen M' Edmund Prestwiche, his burial place." He bequeaths the 
house he then lived in, **and the licence which is taken in my son John Sorocould*s 
name but to my use" to his wife and his seven younger children, Marie, Thomas, Owen, 
Ralph, Anne, Elizabeth, and William, for six years after his decease, and after the 
expiration of the said term then " I devise all my said dwelling house at Smithic Doare, 
where I do dwell (which house my father purchased of George Chatterton of the Leeze 
gent. ) and also the gardens with the house near the churchyard (which I purchased of 
Roger Beswicke of London) to my said son John for his life and his heirs male,*' with 
remainder to Thomas, Owen, Ralph, and William, the testator's younger sons in tail 
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The Jutye doe find that James Lightbovvne* is depted & that his 
Sonne is vnder age. 

TTie Jurie doe find that George Choreton' is Deceased and that 
James Chorlton is his sonneand heire & is att full age and is to come 
& doe his suite & service. 

male. "Whereas I have purchased the Bandlands of my brother[-in-law] John 
Bradshawe [of Broughton, who had married Margaret Sorocold, his sister] I bequeath 
the same to my wife for her life and then to my said younger children." ** As for the 
old house, garden, lane and croft, which was mortgaged to me by my brother John 
Bradjihawe and is now my own " he bequeathed them to his wife, to be sold for the 
benefit of his younger children, and also " the house in Milngate, which I purchased of 
Samuel Chetham. (See vol. ij., p. 323.) His wife, Mary, was appointed executrix, 
and Mr. Raphe Prestwiche, of Hulme, Mr. William Sparke, Mr. John Gaskin, and Mr. 
John Dawson, overseers. Edward Tacey [clerk, the Curate of Manchester,] was one of 
the witnesses. It was proved 1st August, 1621. 

* James Lightbowne, of Manchester, merchant, has already occurred in these Records 
as purchasing lands, &c, in Manchester. He was the son of John Lightbowne, of Bolton, 
and appears to have married Eleanor Nicholson, by whom he had issue. He was buried 
at the Collegiate Church 3rd April, 162 1. His will, dated 26th March, 162 1, and proved at 
Chester in that year, has been printed by the Chetham Society {Latw. <Sr» Ck^s. IVills, 
\o\, iij., p. 171). He mentions his burgage in the Mealegate in Manchester, which he 
leaves to John Lightbowne, his eldest son, and hb heirs for ever, provided that Eleanor, 
the testator's wife, shall enjoy the same till his son John is of age, and then she is to have 
the half of it for her life. His land at Stockport was to be sold, and ;f 150 paid to his 
wife. He names his wife's aunt, Elizabeth Nicholson, and his brother-in-law, Francis 
Nicholson, of London, merchant, Ellin Rowson, widow of Thurston Rowson, late of 
Stockport, deceased, and adds, '* I give to John Lightbowne my eldest sonne twentie 
pounds and to James Lightbowne my sonne twentie pounds and to Nathan Lightbowne 
my sonne twentie pounds in consideracon of the lyke sume which Thurstan Rowson late 
of Stockport deceased was desirous they should have of the goods and chattalls which I 
enjoye for them." He also mentions Richard and Ellen Lightbowne, "sonne and daughter 
of my brother William Lightbowne late deceased;'* "my brother in lawe James Glas- 
brooke and Alice his wife;" "my brother John Lightbowne and Anne his wyfe" "my 
brother in lawe Thomas Briddocke and Margaret his wyfe my sister;" and "my servant 
Richard Radcliffe." "To my daughter Elizabeth Lightbowne five pounds over and 
besides her filiall porcon in liewe of fyve poundes which my late father John Lightbowne 
bequeathed unto her by his last will and testament" Small legacies are also left to 
"John Rowson of Stockport, to Thomas Rowson his brother and to Sibele Rowson their 
sister;" ''to Ambrose Nichobon of Redishe Greene;" "to Thomas Lightbowne of 
Hailywell neare Bolton ; " " to Alexander Lightbowne of Boulton. ** Mr. [Edward] Tacey, 
one of the chaplains of the Collegiate Church, was to have 20s. to preach the testator's 
funeral sermon. There is also mention of Marie, wife of Edward Holbrooke, and 
Margaret, wife of John Gaskell, and Ellen, wife of Lawrence Owen, the said John Gaskell 
and Lawrence Owen being appointed executors. The testator's wife, Eleanor, married 
secondly, at the Collegiate Church, Manchester, 30th January, 1626-7, John Dawson, 
of Manchester, attorney, and was buried there 8th May, 164a Another daughter of the 
testator, not mentioned in his will, was Ann, who married Thomas MinshuU, of 
Manchester, apothecary, who in 1644 purchased the Chorlton Hall estate. John Light- 
bowne, the testator's son and heir, at this time under age, became a barrister of Gray's Inn, 
and entered his pedigree at the Lancashire Visitation of 1664-5. 

* At the Court held 30th September, 1613, it was returned that George Chorlton, of 
Bradford, was dead, and that James Chorlton, his son and heir, was under age. (See 
vol. ij., p. 2S5.) Having now come of age he is ordered to do his suit and service.

^ The name of Robert Hulton, or Hilton as it is oflen written, has frequently occurred 
in these Records. (See Index to vol. ij. ) He was elected one of the two Constables on 
the 8th October, 1601. The will of Robert Hilton, of Manchester, *< whiteawer,'* dated 
1 6th April, 1621, was proved at Chester, 27th August, in that year. In it he mentions 
Anne, his wife ; Adam, his son ; Alice, his daughter ; Anne EUor, his daughter ; and 
his son-in-law, Edward EUor, and their children, not named. One-half of his lands in 
Manchester he gave to his son Ralph for his life, the other half to his wife for her life ; 
and after her death then to the said Ralph and his heirs male, ^ith remainder to the said 
Adam and his heirs male, and remainder to George Hilton, ** son of my late son George, 
deceased," and his heirs male. 

* At the Court held 28th April, 1603, Thomas Lathom was found to be the son and 
heir of George Lathom, of Irlam, Esq. (See vol. ij., p. 187, where a long note relating 
to his family history is given. ) He married Elizabeth, daughter of John Ashton, of 
Bamfurlong, co. Lancaster, the marriage settlement being dated 20th November, 1582. 
He was buried at Eccles ist June, 1615, and his will, dated 20th February, 1614-15, was 
proved at Chester in that year. He left issue, Edmund, his son and heir, John, Richard, 
Jane, and Catherine. (See East Cheshire^ vol. i., p. 133.) His death, although occurring 
in 161 5, had not previously been announced at the Court. His son Edmund was 30 years 
of age in 1613, according to the Visitation of Lancashire taken in that year.

The Jurye doe find that Richard ffoxe* gent is deceased and that 

' The name of Richard Fox occurs very frequently in the second volume of these 
Records (see Index), and he seems to have taken an active part in the management of the 
affairs of the town. He was one of the Constables in 1597-8, and Boroughreeve 
1 599- 1 600. He was the son and heir of Richard Fox, who was living in Manchester in 
1568, and whose death was announced at the Court held 20th April, 1587. (See vol. ij., 
p. 12.) His brother, James Fox, is occasionally mentioned in these Records, and he had 
a sister, Ellen, married to Nicholas Hartley, a rich Manchester merchant (see vol. ij. , 
p. 251 If), and another, Alice, married to Edward Tickhill, of Manchester, apothecary. 
(See voL ij., p. 317.) In his will, dated loth February, 1621-2,- and proved at Chester 
13th August, 1622, he calls himself "of Manchester, merchant." ** First I give to my 
son Jasper my now dwelling house with my lands lying in the middle of the Deansgate, 
being my ancient inheritance, for his life, according to the true intent of certain writings 
lying in the hands of M^ William Sparke, being ready drawn up but not sealed, and 
my will is he shall not have power to alienate the same, only reserving my wife's thirds 
out of the same during her life. And the rest of my lands at the end of the Deansgate, 
which I purchased of M' Shalcrosse [see vol. ij., p. 309] and M' Adam Byrom as also 
all the lands lying in the Meal^ate, also purchased of M' Shalcrosse [see vol. ij., p. 309] 
(my wife's thirds being reserved out of the same), and all the rest thereof I give to my 
loving friend Mr Adam Smyth of Chorlton, and to my son in law Edward Holbrooke 
and John Gaskell, for 21 years as feoffees in trust for the benefit of my children under 
written, viz., Richard ffoxe/ my son, if living and he come for his portion during the said 
term, and Robert, Edward and George ffoxe my sons, and Elizabeth fibxe, Anne ffoxe, 
Marie Houlbrooke and Grace ffoxe, my daughters equally between them. And after 
the said term I give the same to my said son Jasper ffoxe for his life, with remainder to 
his heirs." He made his wife, Margaret ffoxe, sole executrix, and his brother-in-law, 
Mr. Robert Hardie, and his brother, James ffoxe, supervisors. 
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Jasp pasper] ffoxe is his sonne and heire and is to come in and Doe 
his suite and service to the lord of this mannor.

Shacklock ; Mary, his daughter ; Richard, his son, and the latter 's son John ; Elizabeth, 
his daughter, wife of Richard Grantham, and their children Elizabeth, John, and Richard 
Grantham; *'my sister Catherine wife of John Bexwicke and John their eldest son;" 
and ''my brother in law Adam Hall" (who was hb wife's brother). 

* The name of William Newsam will be found frequently mentioned in these Records

his ancestors, he being descended from Lawrence Holme, of Manchester, third son of 
Robert Huhne, of Huhne, in Reddish, living there in the latter part of the fourteenth 
century.

^ This John Holcroft, from the statement that he was now (1624) of full age, is 
probably to be identified with John Holcroft, son and heir of Thomas Holcroft and 
Margaret (Cleydon) his wife, who were married at Ashton-under-Lyne, 5th August, 
1600. (See vol. ij., p. 246 »). John Holcroft was baptised at Ashton-under-Lyne, on 
22nd November, 1601, and about 1625 he married Margaret, daughter and heir of 
John Hunt, of Manchester, gent. The deed of purchase of the Nuthurst estate is dated 
I2th June, 1623, and the purchase money was ;^i,97a John Holcroft is there called 
John Holcroft, of Lymehurst, gent. This estate was sold in 1627 to Nathan and 
Samuel Jenkinson, of Woodhouses, in the parish of Ashton-under-Lyne, for the same 
sum. 

* A family of the Chattertons, or Chaddertons, of Nuthurst, in the township of 
Blackley, were seated there for several generations. Edmund Chatterton was the father 
of George Chatterton, of Nuthurst, and of William Chatterton, D.D., Bishop of Chester 
and Lincoln, and the former had a son and heir, Edmund Chatterton, who was living in 
1 58 1, when he was married and had issue. (See Booker's History of Blackley Chapel ^ 
p. 147, &C.) It was probably his son or grandson who sold the ancestral estate in 
Nuthurst to John Holcroft.

> The Gibbet, or PiUory, was referred to at the Court held 8th April, 1624. (See p. 80.) 
The Pillory was a raised wooden platform, having an upright framework some 6 or 7 feet 
high fastened on to it. Across this was a horizontal board in which were holes, through 
which a man's head and his two arms or wrists, stretched out at full length, could be placed, 
and the punishment consisted in exposing a man thus fixed to the gaze of the people for 
a certain number of hours. Whilst "gibbetted" in this defenceless position he became 
the target of all manner of articles, filth and dirt, which were flung at him by any of the 
bystanders, who cared to use stronger missiles than mere words or abuse. A drawing of 
the Manchester Pillory, and the Market Cross near to it, as it existed towards the end of 
the last century, is preserved in one of Barritt's MSS. in the Chetham Library, and has 
been copied in the Records of Manchester^ 1868. In an account of Manchester in 1772 
(Matukcster Collectanea^ vol. ij., p. 213, Chetham Society), the writer says: ''I come to 
the old Market Cross, with the stocks [and] pillory, nicknamed the tea-table, upon which 
I have seen them dance, when whipped by the beadle." Another writer, in his Recollec- 
tions of Manchester in the early part of this present century {ibid p. 252), thus describes 
the pillory, which was then a moveable erection. In the Market Place, "nearly opposite 
the Bull's Head, the pillory was occasionally erected for the punishment of wrong-doers. 
It consisted of a strong post about 20 feet high, with four stays at its insertion into the 
ground to support it. About 10 feet from the ground was a circular stage or platform, 
large enough to allow several persons to stand on it. Four or five feet above this was 
fixed across the post, horizontally, a board about 5 feet long and 18 inches deep, and in 
this cross-piece were three holes or apertures, the largest and most central for the head 
and the other two for the hands or wrists of the offendor. Locked fast in these holes, 
his feet on the stage below, and unable to move his head, the pilloried offendor stood for 
the prescribed time, to endure not only the jeers and laughter of the bystanders, or their 
angry revilings, but the more substantial, painful and ignominious degradation of being 
pelted with decayed fruit, rotten eggs, fragments of cabbages, stinking fish, and other 
disagreeable missiles, some of them scarcely so soft as, if in other respects less offensive, 
than those just named."

Who being elected, 
tried and sworn to examine and judge as to the truth of the premises, say upon their 
oath that the said piece of skin is sufficiently tanned but not sufficiently dried, and that 
the said piece is worth 3* 4^. Therefore it is agreed by the said Steward that the said 
piece of skin be put up to sale and sold, and that the sum thence arising be disposed of 
and distributed according to the form of the statute &c.

> Of George MarshaU, the benevolent founder of this charity, which bears his name, 
little is known. His name only occurs once or twice in these Records, and the entries 
throw no light on his family history. In his will, dated i8th November, 1624, and 
proved at Chester 13th January, 1624-5, he calls himself George Marshall, of Manchester, 
merchant, and desires to be buried in the parish church of Manchester, near the place 
where his late wife, Jane Marshall, was buried, *'and that I may lie the next adjoining 
on the north side of my said wife, with the equality of deepness in earth." And as 
regards "all such lands as it hath pleased god to bless me with I dispose thereof in 
manner following.*' "First I enfeoff and confirm all such singular my lands &c. to 
William Sparke gent &c. [as in the text] their heirs and assigns for ever, in trust, for the 
use of the Poor of the Town of Manchester, to have and to hold according to the tenor 
of one pair of indentures dated the 23rd October, 16241" As r^^rds his goods he leaves 
to his sisters, Elizabeth Brownesword, widow, Anne Boulton, widow, Alice Sparke, now 
wife of William Sparke aforesaid, Dorothy Brundreth, widow, and his cousin, Anne 
Carter, all his apparel, bedding, pewter, &c., "except the best bed and the furniture 
thereof and the silver plate, tables, chests" &c. To his aunt Mrs. Barbaric Meverill, 
widow, ;^20, and to her children £$, Whereas his uncle, George Traves, of Rusholme, 
owed him £^, he desired his executors to make it £$, which he gave him, and to his 
son, George Traves, £$. To "my cosen William Brownesword 5 marks." To Mr. 
Edward Tacey, Minister of the Parish Church of Manchester, 5 marks. To "my 
brother[-in-law] Mr. William Sparke" ;^ia To Mr. Robert Neild, 20 nobles, "with 
my best suit of apparel" To John Ditchfield, of Sanckiebridge, £$, To "the three 
children of my uncle Richard Traves, 5 marks a piece." "To Margaret Heald, now wife 
of William Heald, my gown. " "To John Ditchfield, my cloak with the gold lace upon it. " 
• * To the haven town of Liverpool " jf 3 " to be bestowed upon a piece of silver or gilt plate 
to the use of the said town for ever." To John Asbrooke, his servant, £$, and his black 
suit of apparel To "my cosen John Haughton gent my silver salt cellar.** To 
Thomas Lancashire, 6s. 8d. for a ring. "After the payment of my debts &c. all the 
residue of my goods to be disposed of for charitable uses as my executors shall think fit, 
but my will is that John Ditchfield sfiall have ;fio thereof." His brother[-in-law] 
"William Sparke, gent, Robert Neild, gent, and John Ditchfield, yeoman, are appointed 
executors, and William Bell and John Beswick, overseers. The witnesses are Edward 
Tacey, Alexander Greene, William Bro\vnsword, and Roger Rogerson. There is no 
inventory with the will.

then ander age. This WUliam came of age in or before 161 2 (see vol ij., p. 275), but 
died in the following year, being bnried at Manchester 9th September, 1613, and leaving 
by his wife Katharine, daughter of Robert Hyde, of Hyde, co. Chester, Esq., a son and 
heir, Adam Huiton, then six years of age. This Adam, who was now ( 1626) 19 years of age, 
was the great-grandson and next heir to the William Hulton, Esq., whose death is now 
announced. In his will dated 23rd August, 1624, the latter describes himself as William 
Hulton, of Hulton, co. Lane., Esq., and calling himself "a treue Christin Catholike," 
desires to be buried " in my chaple in ye churche of Deane, neare where Margret my 
late wyfe was buried. " He names his children then living, and some of his grandchildren. 
His Inquisition post mortem^ taken in 1 631, mentions the manor of Over Hulton, and 
messuages and lands there and in Westhaughton and Rumworth. 

' Peter Walworth^ or Walwork, who is mentioned in these Records as having 
purchased a messuage in the Hanging Ditch in 1616 (see vol. ij., p. 309), was the son of 
Ellis Walworth or Walwork, of Ringley Fold, and brother of Nathan Walworth, the 
founder of Ringley Chapel, whose interesting letters to Peter Seddon have recently been 
printed by the Chetham Society, vol cix. In his will dated 28th May, 2 Charles [1626], 
and proved at Chester 27th May, 1627, he styles himself as of Ringley, in the parish of 
Prestwich, yeoman, and desired to be buried in the churchyard of Prestwich, near his 
late wife, Katherine. His house, land, &c , at Ringley, of which he had a lease from 
the Earl of Derby, he left to his son, Ellis Walworth ; and a messuage in Manchester, 
which he had purchased, to his son, Nathan. A tenement bought of William Boardman, 
in Clifton, late in the occupation of Adam Rothwell, he left to his son, Nathan, and his 
daughter Sara, Walworth. One half of his goods to go to his three children, Ellis, 
Nathan, and Sara Walworth. Small legacies are left to his daughter j Mary, wife of 
Hugh Parr, and Hester, their daughter, and to his daughter, Hester, wife of William 
Wilson. He appoints his two sons executors, and his two sons-in-law overseers. The 
total of his inventory, farming stock, household goods, &c, is £2%*j 13s. Peter Seddon 
and Robert Seddon were two of the witnesses to the wiU, and two of the appraisers of 
his goods, &c. Nathan Walworth, his son, who lived at Old HaU, in Pilkington, died 
about 163^.

He was buried, strange to say, at the Collegiate 
Church, Manchester, on the 21st January, 1626-7, the Register describing him as '* John 
Orrell of Turton in the parish of Bolton Esquire." Neither his Inquisition post mortcni 
nor his will, if he made any, are known. He was succeeded by his brother, William 
Orrell, Esq., who by deed dated 19th July, 1628, sold the Turton estate to Humphrey 
Chetham, of Clayton, Esq., so well known as the founder of Chetham College and 
Library. An abstract of the will of "Alice Orrell widow of John Orrell of Turton, 
Esquire,*' dated 20th November, 1647, and formerly preserved at Chester, but now lost, 
is given in Lancashire and Cheshire fVi//s (Chetham Society), N.S. vol. iij., p. 2391. 

* At the Court held 30th September, 1574, John Bradshaw was returned as son and 
heir to his father, John Bradshaw, Esq., and then of full age (see vol. L, p. 168), being 
then, according to his father's Inquisition post mortem, 22 years of age. He married 
Isabel, daughter of Peter Ashton, of Spalding, co. Lincoln, Esq. (the second son of 
James Ashton^ of Chadderton, co. Lane. , Esq. ), by whom he had a large family. He 
was buried at Bolton, 31st December, 1626. His vrill is not at Chester, but the inventory 
of his effects, dated loth January, 1626-7, is there preserved. His Inquisition post 
mortem is not known. John Bradshaw, his son and heir, was living in 1664, when he 
entered his pedigree at the Visitation of Lancashire taken in that year, being then 81 
years of age.

He died in 1622, but his death has not 
hitherto been noticed in these RecordSb His will, dated 20th December, 1621, was 
proved at Chester, 19th February, 162 1-2. In it he leaves Garrett Hall and land there 
to his youngest son, Francis, so that the only way in which to reconcile the entry in the 
text with the will, is to conclude that between the years 1622 and 1627 some arrangement 
was made between the brothers, by which Samuel, the elder of the two, became possessed 
of lands in Garrett In this will Oswald Mosley, describing himself '* as of the Garrett, 
gent," desired to be buried in the parish church of Manchester, amongst his ancestors.

"I make Margaret my wife, Ellis Prestwich my brother, John Prestwich and Richard 
Prestwich my sons, executors of this my will and I entreat my good friend Sir Cecil 
Traflbrd to be overseer of the same." The inventory of his effects was taken 9th March, 
1628-9, by George Birch, gent, John Hough, Robert Birch, and others. It is a very 
long document, specifying the content^ of the various rooms at Hulme Hall and else- 
where. Some items are quaint and curious. In "the great parlor" there was ''one 
Coach chair" valued at J^^ and "12 pictures of Sibbells" ;fi, and in a closet in the 
same room, '* in boxes and vennis glasses," j^\. In another room there was "a cover- 
ing of Orace work " valued at £i los. << The Chappel " was evidently devoted to secular 
uses, for it contained "two musketts a caliver and furniture" for the same, ''armour 
for two men " and "one pole axe and a battle axe." The books were valued at ;^i8, 
and "two watches" at /'15, and there was "in silver and gilt plate," jfiio 2s. 6d. 
The total amount of the inventory was ^'1,502 lis. 6d., a large sum at that time.

Oswald Mosley, Esq. , who was Steward at this Coart, was 
probably Oswald Mosley, of Ancoats, Esq. , the old Steward, who died in November 
in this year, being buried at the Collegiate Church, Manchester, nth November, 1630,

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The Jurie Doe finde that George Tipping/ John Gee* and 
Raphe Hudson* gent are Departed this life since Michaelmas leete 
last and that Samuel Tipping iunio', Edmund Gee and Raphe Hudson 
gentleme theire seuall heires are at theire full Age and are to come 
in to Doe theire Suit and service. 

> George Tipping was the second son of Richard Tipping, of Manchester, linen draper, 
who died 7th October, 1592. (See vol. ij., p. 68, where a long accoant of him will be 
found. ) He, like his father, was a linen draper in the town, and was married at the 
Collegiate Church, Manchester, 7th September, 1 591, to Mary, daughter and co-heir of 
Thomas Willott, of Manchester, gent (See vol. ij., p. 48.) By her, who died 9th October, 
1629 (a few weeks before her husband), he had a large family — Edmund, his son and heir 
apparent, who died unmarried February, 1628-9, &gcd 24 years; Thomas, George, 
Mildred, and possibly others, who all died young, and Samuel, Mary, and Elizabeth, 
who were living at the time of his death. He was buried at Manchester 29th October, 
1629, but his will, if he made any, is not now at Chester. His Inquisition /^j/ mortem 
was taken 6th Charles. Samuel Tipping, the eldest surviving son and heir, was baptised 
at Manchester 25th December, 1605, so that at this time he was 24 years of age. He 
died unmarried in 1641, when his two sisters became his co-heirs. Of these Mary, the 
elder, married Peter Leigh, of the West Hall, High Leigh, co. Chester, and had issue, 
and the other, Elizabeth, married Richard Howorth, of Manchester, a Bencher of 
Gray*s Inn, and had issue two daughters, who died young. The following deed is of 
sufficient interest to print in extenso : — 

10 April 1 63 1. Received by mee Anne Moseley, widowe late wife of Rowland 
Moseley Esquier deceased [late lord of the manor of Manchester. See vol. ij., p. 318 »], 
mother and Committee of the bodye and lands of Edward Moseley, his Mat* Ward, 
Sonne and heire of the said Rowland Moseley, of Samuell Typpinge, the younger, of 
Manchester, gentleman, sonne and heire of George Typpinge, gentleman, deceased, 
the some of twentye five shillings of lawfuU English money, due and payable in right 
of the said ward, by the said Samuel Typpinge, after the decease of the said George 
Typpinge (dying seised thereof) for certain lands and hereditaments lying and being 
in Manchester aforesaid, by force and vertue of one deed or writing indented, bearing 
date the twenteeth day of Januarye in the first yeare of the Raigne of the late Queene 
of England, Queene Marye, made or granted by or from Thomas West, late Lord 
delawarr, of the honorable order of the Garter, knight, unto one Robert Shawe 
of Northmeyles and George Prondlove of Manchester and their heires (amongst 
other things) of the said lands and premisess, whearof the said George Typping dyed

Samuel Tipping, of Manchester, the elder, uncle of the Samuel Tipping above mentioned, 
died unmarried, and was buried in the Collegiate Church, Manchester, on the 26th 
November, 1633. By deed dated 3rd November, 1629, he conveyed his messuages and 
lands, &c , in Manchester to Sir Cecil Trafford, of Trafford, Knt. , and others, in trust, 
to the use of himself and the heirs of his body, and in default of such issue, then to the 
use of Samuel Tipping the younger, son of George Tipping, his brother, deceased, and 
the heirs male of his body, and in default of such issue, to the use of George Tipping, son 
of Richard Tipping, son of John Tipping, his eldest brother, deceased. The will of 
Samuel Tipping the elder, dated 13th April, 1630, was proved at Chester 4th December, 
1633. As his death is not mentioned in these Records it seems fitting it should be referred 
to here, as his name so frequently occurs. 

* The name of John Gee occurs very frequently in these Records. (See Index to vol ij.) 
The one whose death is now recorded is probably to be identified with the John Gee 
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The Jurie Doe elect & choose William Walker Shooemaker to 
be one of the sealers of leather vntill the next Court-leete houlden at 
Manchester. 

The Jurie Doe finde that Richard Halliwell Doth leave a Ditch 

retumed as son and heir to his father, John Gee, deceased, at the Court held 3rd April, 
1589. (See vol ij., p. 31.) His father's Inquisition pest mortem shows him to have been 
37 years of age in 1593, so that he must at this time have been about 74 years of age. He 
was Boroughreeve in 1592-3, and one of the two Constables in 1595-6. The John Gee 
who was Constable in 1606-7 was probably some relation. His will, as John Gee, of 
Manchester, gent, is dated 5th October, 1629, and was proved at Chester 21st May, 
163a He desired to be buried within the parish church of Manchester, "under my form 
wherein I do usually sit in the Church, under the great pulpit there. " One-third of his 
goods to ** Elizabeth Gee now my wife," and two third parts to Elizabeth, Joan, Anne, 
Margaret, Katherine, and Alice, his daughters. Out of all his burgages, lands, &c, in 
Manchester he left to Joseph Gee, his son, £^ ; to Anne, Margaret, Katherine, and 
Alice Gee, his daughters, ;^io a piece ; to the son and daughter of his daughter Elizabeth 
and John Slater, her husband, £\o ; to the children of his daughter Joan and Richard 
Sherdley, her husband, ;^io; and to all his grandchildren except Richard Sherdley's 
children, 5s. each. His wife, Elizabeth Gee, and Edmund Gee, his son and heir, were 
appointed executors, and "my loving Kinsmen George Gee clerk and George Clarke of 
Manchester haberdasher " supervisors. The inventory of his goods, taken f I th November, 
1629^ by John Clarke, Steven Gee, and others, amounted only to ;^53 7s. 7d. One item 
was "a seiled Coate of armes,'* valued at I2d. 

' The name of Ralph Hudson has occasionally occurred in these Records, where he 
is found serving on the Jury, and is styled gentleman. In 16 14 he is described as of 
Ardwick (see voL ij., p. 292 «), and at the Court held 13th April, 1615, he and his son 
Richard are returned as having purchased a messuage near the Booths, the said Richard 
being under age. (See vol. ij., p. 301.) In his will dated loth February, i629[-3o], 
and proved at Chester ist April, 1630, he describes himself as of Chorlton Roe, yeoman. 
He mentions his wife Anne ; his daughter, Alice Hudson ; his grandchild, Anne Hill ; and 
his son-in-law, Robert Hill. Margaret, his third daughter, who had recently married 
Robert Leese, of Ashton-under-Lyne, and his two sons, Ralph Hudson and John Hudson, 
are also mentioned. "Whereas I have made my eldest son Raphe Hudson, joint 
purchaser with me of the messuage lands &c. in Chorlton Roe aforesaid, wherein I now 
dwell. I do also devise to my said son Raphe all that land that I lately purchased of 
Geoige Syddall of Milkinslade, gent, situate in Gorton, to him and his heirs for ever, and 
do assign to him, after the decease of his mother one close called the Peele, which I took 
by lease of Robert Becke, gent, during the term of the said lease, and I hereby charge 
him that he do not hinder my cosin John Thorpe of Ashton under Lyne or his assigns 
in the quiet possession of the moiety of the said messuage and tenement, but that my 
said oosin may enjoy the same immediately after my decease, to the use of Anne my wife, 
according to the true meaning of an indenture, bearing date the 4th August 1618." 
"And as concerning my son John Hudson, it is my will that my said son Raphe shall 
pay to him £200^ when 21, and in Hew thereof I devise to the said Raphe and his heirs 
male, all the buildings &c in Manchester near to the Boothes or Boothes Door, lately 
purchased from Henry Butterworth, and all the messuages &c in Manchester near the 
west and south sides of the churchyard of the Collegiate Parish Church of Manchester, 
which I heretofore purchased from Laurence Langley and George Proudlove of Man- 
chester, now deceased, with remainder to my said son John and his heirs male, remainder 
to the right heirs of n.e the said Raphe for ever." His said wife to enjoy the third part 
of the said messuages for her life. She and his son John were appointed executors, and 
his loving brother, Richard Hudson, and his son-in-law, Robert Hill, and John Thorpe 
and Charles Knott overseers.

By it he bequeathed "to Richard Morton my eldest son, his 
heirs and assigns for ever, all that my messuage or tenement in Manchester, wherein 
the said Richard Morton, my son, now dwells, heretofore in the occupation of Richard 
Leroyd, clerk [one of the Chaplains of the Collegiate Church, who died in 1623], deceased, 
and also all other my messuages, lands &c. in Manchester aforesaid, provided that he 
shall give security to my executors for the pajrment of ^^50 in manner following." To 
his (the testator's) wife j£'20, to his sons Nicholas and Ralph Morton, each £^, and to 
his daughter Elizabeth Morton £20, To everyone of his grandchildren, I2d.; to his son, 
Robert Morton, "one silver bekar;" to his son-in-law, Richard Persivall, 20s.; to his 
son, Richard Morton, ids. The residue of his goods, his debts being paid, he bequeathed 
to his sons Nicholas and Ralph, and his daughters Anne Percy vail (the wife of Richard 
Percyvall), Elizabeth Morton, and Jane Smith (the wife of James Smith), equally among 
them, his wife, Jane Morton, to have her thirds of all his goods, messuages, lands, &c. , 
in Manchester. His two sons, Nicholas and Robert, are appointed executors, and his 
son-in-law, Richard Percyvall, and his cousin, John Bowker, overseers, the said John 
Bowker to have 5s. in gold for his pains. 

' The name of Robert Neild has occasionally occurred in this volume. He was buried 
at Manchester on the 13th April, 1631, as "Robert Neilde of Manchester Attorney." 
His will, if he made any, is not now at Chester. His Inquisition post mortem was taken 
at Wigan, 14th January, 163 1-2.

^ William Wharmby's name has occasionally occurred in these Records. In the will 
of Walter Nugent, of Manchester, mercer, made 8th March, i6i3[-i4], and proved at 
Chester on the 14th July, 1 614, he left the one half of his lands to his wife Ellen for her 
life, with remainder ** to his kinsman WUliam Wharmby " and his heirs for ever, and he 
appointed him sole executor. (See vol. ij., pp. 290-1 ».) He appears to have been 
the eldest son of John Wharmby, of Manchester, butcher, who married Margaret, 
daughter of Edmund Nugent, and sbter of Richard Nugent, the father of Walter Nugent. 
John Wharmby made his will 26th May, 1598, proved at Chester 20th June in that year, 
in which he mentions his ''four younger children,** John, George, Maigaret, and Alice 
Wharmby, but strangely enough does not mention William, and states that his children 
had had a legacy of ;£'20 from his father-in-law, Edmund Nugent William Wharmby 
died in December, 1624, or in the January following, and at the Court held 6th April, 
1625, it was announced that Elizabeth, the wife of William Wharmby, deceased, was 
seised by grant of her husband of one messuage in the Milngate, late in his occupation. 
(See p. 9a) The will of William Wharmby, of Manchester, yeoman, is dated 20th 
December, 1624, and was proved at Chester i8th January, 1624-5. He desires to be 
buried in the parish church of Manchester "as near as may be to the place where my 
uncle Nugent was buried.** "And as touching my burgage &c which I lately purchased 
of George Bame [see p. 85J and wherein I now dwell, I devise the same to my wife 
Elizabeth Wharmby and her assigns for ever,** charged with the payment of 40s. for 
seven years next after my decease " to my nephew Richard Hollinworth. '* One half of

Small legacies are also left '' to my cosen Roger Urmeston ; to my cosen Charles Batson ;

Edward Tacey is one of the witnesses, as also is Gerard 
Simkin. The will of Elizabeth Wharmby, widow, dated 14th September, 1632, was 
proved at Chester 22nd April, 1633, the inventory of her goods being taken icth October, 
1632. She mentions her brother, Adam Halle ; her sister, Anne, wife of Thomas Byrom, 
gent ; and her cousin, Elizabeth, wife of Edward Hunt, of Manchester, taUow chandler. 
Many members of the Batson family are mentioned ; and also Adam Hall, son of her 
said brother, Adam Hall ; George, William, and Thomas, other sons of the said Adam, 
and Anne, Margaret, and Mary, his daughters. 

^ This entry supplies some interesting p>articulars relating to the parentage of the 
Rev. Richard Hollinworth ^ the well known author of the MS. history of Manchester, 
entitled " Mancuniensis," and other printed pamphlets, &c. He was the son of Francis 
Hollinworth, of Manchester, by his wife, Margaret Wharmby, who, as shown in the 
previous note, was the daughter of John Wharmby, of Manchester, butcher. His parents 
were married at the Coll^ate Church on the 26th May, 1606, and he was baptised there 
on the 15th November, 1607. He took an active part in the ecclesiastical afi&irs of 
Manchester from about 1630 to his death on the iith November, 1656. (See Raines' 
Lives of the Fellows of Manchester College. )

The Mr. Clayton, of Little Harwood, 
gent, who is referred to in the text was Mr. John Clayton, who succeeded his uncle of 
the same name in 1625. (See Abram's History of Blackburn^ p. 558.) In the Inquisition 
post mortem of the latter, taken ist October, 1625, there is no mention of any messuages 
or lands in Manchester, so that it is strange to find his nephew and heir selling lands 
there in 1633. Edzuard Clayton^ M. A. (brother of the John Clayton, of Little Harwood, 
who died in 1625), was head master of the Manchester Grammar School, and in his most 
interesting will, dated loth May, 1628, he leaves a bequest to the town which is worthy 
of notice. He describes himself as '* Edward Claiton, Maister of Arts and high master 
of the ffree schoole in Manchester,** and after some other bequests for charitable pur> 
poses, he proceeds " Item I giue twentie nobles [j^6 13s. 4d.] to goe in perpduum from 
yeare to yeare (or att euerie fToure fflve or six yeares end changeinge the parties or persons 
that shall have itt) to twoe poore honest laborers or tradesmen in the Milnegate in Man- 
chester seu'allie puttinge in securitie sufficient for itt, soe to run from yeare to yeare or 
diuers yeares att the discrecon choise and appoint*"^ yearlie of M' Thomas Strangwaies 
of Strangwaies neare Manchester gent. , William Abbott of Preston, John Claiton, and 
Thomas Claiton my nephews and William Claiton th*elder of Cunliffe and their suc- 
cessors, for the good of that towne and streete especiallie of the Miln^ate in Manchester 
as neare to the schoole howse as they maie paienge nothinge for thuse of itt.*' 
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The Jury Doe find that Adam Holland^ of Newton is lately dead 
& that James Holland is his sone & heire & is at full age & is to 
come into the Co'' to doe his suite & seruice before Easter Co** next 
sub pena vj' 8* 

The Jury doe find that M" Margaret Newgent* late of Man- 
chest' is Deceased and that Nicholas Mossley sone & heire apparent 

^ Adam Holland, of Newton, was the second or third son of Adam Holland, of 
Newton, whose death was announced at the Court held 6th April, 1625. (See p. 90, 
ncf^ 4. ) Certain messuages and lands in the Milnegate, left to him by his father, are 
referred to on p. 92. He married Alice, daughter of James Chetham, of Nuthurst, gent , 
by whom he had a large family. His will, dated 19th August, 1 631, was proved at 
Chester 2nd August, 1633. He desired that his goods should be divided into three equal 
parts ; one part to Alice, his wife, the second part to his children Joseph, Theophilus, 
Thomas, John, Samuel, and Margaret Holland equally amongst them, and the third part 
to his eldest son, James Holland, and the before-named children in equal shares. His 
son James and his wife Alice were appointed executors. The inventory of his effects is 
a long document specifying the various articles in the different rooms in his house. 

* Mrs. Margaret Nugent, whose name has occasionally occurred in these Records, 
was the daughter of Edmund Goldsmith, of Salford, and the widow of Richard Nugent, 
of Manchester, mercer, whose death was announced at the Court held 20th April, 1609. 
(See vol. ij., p. 241.) Their only surviving son, Walter Nugent, was buried at the 
Coll^ate Church, Manchester, loth March, 161 3- 14, leaving no issue by his wife, Ellen, 
daughter of Anthony Mosley, of Manchester, gent (See vol ij. , p. 29a ) This Ellen 
subsequently married for her second husband Henry Sewell, of Tetlow, gent Mrs. 
Margaret Nugent and Walter Nugent gave a rent charge of 40s. per annum, derived 
from two houses in Manchester, to purchase turves for the poor of Manchester for ever. 
(See pp. 63-4 and pp. 198-204). She also gave two chalices to the Collegiate Church, 
Manchester, in 1626, and was there interred on the loth February, 1630- 1. Her will, 
which b a long document, is dated iith January, 1630- 1, and was proved at Chester 
17th September, 1 631. With regard to the two messuages in Fennel Street mentioned 
in the text, they, together with other messuages and lands in Manchester and Salford, 
were settled by deed dated 26th April, 1626, and made between Margaret Nugent, of 
Manchester, widow, on the one part, and Edward Tacey, of Manchester, clerk, and 
Francis Locker, of the same, draper, on the other part. These messuages, lands, &c., 
were to be held by the said Edward Tacey and Francis Locker as trustees during her life, 
and after her death, the messuage and tenement in the Fennel Street, late in the tenure 
of Richard Nugent, deceased, and then in the tenure of her, the said Margaret, waa left 
to Nicholas Mosley, son of Francis Mosley, of Manchester, gent., and his heirs for ever, 
he paying £6 per annum to Ellen Sewall, the wife of Henry Sewall, of Crumsall, gent, 
for her life, in respect to her jointure out of the said messuage and others, late the 
inheritance of Walter Nugent, her late husband. Remainder, in default of issue, to 
Edward, son of James Chetham of Crumsall, and his heirs, with remainder in equal 
shares to Mary Kendall, daughter of William Kendall, late of London, deceased, and 
her heirs, and to George Tipping, son of Richard Tipping, late of Manchester, clerk, 
deceased, and his heirs. Two other messuages near the Milne Bridge, and a bam there, 
and a close of land called the Barnfield, were settled on the said Edward Chetham and his 
heirs, with remainder, in default of issue, to the said Mary Kendall and George Tipping 
in equal shares. A shop, cellar, and chambers near the Flesh Shambles, in Manchester, 
were settled on the said George Tipping and his heirs, and a close in Salford, called the 
Gamett Acre, on her sister Isabel, wife of the said James Chetham, and two small chief 
rents on Thomas Strangwaies, of Strangwaies, gent , his heirs and assigns for ever. The 
above-named Francis Mosley, gent, (father of Nicholas), was a younger son of Anthony 
Mosley (of Ancoats), who died in March, 1607. (See vol. ij., p. 225.) He was a 
clothier, and lived at Collyhurst, and was buried at the Collegiate Church, Manchester, 
14th October, 1662.

* Edward (not Edmund) Holland, of Denton and Heaton, Esq., was returned as 
brother and heir of Richard Holland^ of Denton and Heaton, Esq., at the Court held 
7th October, 161 9. (See p. 18.) He was married at Northenden, co. Chester, on the 
5th June, 1595, to Anne, daughter of Edmund GamuU, alderman of the city of Chester, 
and the widow of John Bro<;k, of Upton, co. Chester, gent., who survived hun, and is 
referred to in the text. They had issue Richard Holland, son and heir, subsequently 
Colonel in the service of the Parliament, and Governor of Manchester in 1642 ; Edward, 
William (subsequently rector of Malpas, co.

To the poor of Mandiester £$ t^id 
to the poor of Ashton under Lyne parish 40s. "To my loving wife Maude Bell a 
pomander set in gold." " To my son Wiljiam Bell a gold ring with death's head upon 
it." "To my daughter in law Anne Bell a gold ring with [the] posie 'Continue con- 
stant'" To his wife, Maude Bell, the moiety of all his lands, &c, in Stockport and 
Manchester, for her life, and the other moiety to his son, William Bell, and if he survive 
his mother then he to have all the said lands. " And seeing that both my son and 
his wife are young people, if it should please God to send my said son William a boy 
or two, then I know that he will give the elder son all hb lands at Synderland, which I 
desire him to do, and for such elder sons preferment because I would have him brought 
up in his fathers steps, therefore I freely give to him and his heirs for ever, all that land 
that I bought of M' Francis Mosley, lying in the Milgate in Manchester (see p. 1 70) ; 
and for the younger son because I would have him brought up first at the Grammar 
School, therefore I give him and his heirs for ever, all my lands in Stockport and one 
dwelling house in S^ Mariesgate in Manchester, that I bought of John Beswicke and all 
that land I bought of M' Pott lying at the Hyde Cross in Manchester." (See p. 141.) 
"To Mary Bell daughter of my son William Bell and her heirs for ever, all that land 
that I bought of M' Brownesort [Brownesword] lying in the Hanging Ditch in Man- 
chester." (See p. 121.) "To Anne Bell daughter of my son William Bell and her heirs 
for ever, all that land that I bought of M^" Grantham, lying in the Hanging Ditch, and 
in the Old Meal Gate in Manchester."

William 
Bell, the son, is described in the Ashton registers as " minister" or " clerk," and some- 
times as " gent " only. The will of Maud Bell, of Sinderland, widow, dated 29th May, 1640, 
was proved at Chester, 14th April, 1642. She mentions her grandchildren, William Bell, 
Marie Bell, Anne Bell, and Esther Bell, and appoints William Bell, her son, sole executor.

On pp. 39-41 the will of Mr. Edward Mayes will be found printed 
in full By it he bequeathed to certain trustees the sum of ;^ 120 
for the use of the poor of Manchester, and directed that this sum 
should be invested in the purchase of lands, to be conveyed to the 
Churchwardens of that parish and their successors, or to some other 
persons in trust. The profits of these lands were to be distributed 
every Good Friday, either in money or food. The following tran- 
script of the original deed of purchase is copied into Vol. III. of the 
original Records, pp. 279-282, and it seems fitting that it should 
be here printed, so as to appear in its proper sequence of time, when 
all the persons referred to in it were living. It is stated that it was 
copied into that volume at the instance of or by Oswald Mosley 
in 1669.

Lane, gent., the marriage licence being dated ist May, 163a By her, who was 
buried at Prestwich 14th September, 1633, he had two children, IVilliam, his son and 
heir, referred to in the text, and a daughter Catherine, who was baptized at Prestwich 
9th December, 1633, and was buried there in April, 1634. His will, dated loth December, 
and proved at Chester 27th December, 1637, has been printed in full in Booker's History 
of Didsbury^ pp. 214-16. He describes himself as William Hulme, of Hulme, in Redich, 
in the parish of Manchester, gent., and desired to be buried "in my owne Chappell 
adioyneing to Jesus Chappell wtin the p*ish Churche of Manchester" [this being the 
chapel founded by his ancestor, Ralph Hulme, before 1530].

In the inventory of his effects three houses are specially mentioned, "his 
house called Hulme in Redich," "his house in Outwood in the parish of Prestwich," 
and "his house called Withingreave Hall within the towne of Manchester," at all of 
which he had goods and chattels. Two Inquisitions were taken after his death. Of 
these, the first was taken at Bolton on the 17th September, 1638, and the second at 
Manchester on the 28th September, 1641. As the latter is the more complete it will be 
best to give a summary of its contents. It was taken before Sir Thomas Barton, Knt. , 
John Holcroft, Esq. , James Winstanley, Esq. , and Robert Mawdesley, Esq. , Commis- 
sioners, and the Jurors were Thomas Strangwayes, gent. , Robert Asheton, gent , John 
Valentyne, gent, Richard Wood, gent, Edward Radcliffe, gent, John Cudworth, gent, 
Richard Whitworth, gent, Samuel Birch, gent, Nicholas Walker, gent, Edward 
Walker, gent, John Soundiford, gent, Richard Heywood, gent, Thomas Byrome,gent, 
and William Booth, gent, who say upon their oath that William Hulme was seised in 
his demesne as of fee of and in a capital messuage called Hulme Hall, in Reddich, and 
of certain messuages, lands, &c , in Reddich, Heaton alias Heaton Norris, and With- 
ington, and one messuage or burgage called the Withingreave, in Manchester ; other 
messuages, &c., in Fennel Street, in the separate tenures of Anne Holte, widow, William 
Holte, Hugh Wilson, Martha Wilson, and Robert Costerdine ; cottages, &c, near Shudehill, 
and 6 acres of land called "Les Tuefeilds," in Manchester, and a messuage, lands, &c., 
in Ashton-under-Lyne. These lands, &c., he had settled by indenture, dated 3rd November, 
1^37) on Ralph Worthington, Esq. , and Edmund Hopwood, clerk, as feoffees. His will 
is also mentioned, and it is stated that he had died at Hulme Hall, in Reddich, on the 
23rd December, 1637. The premises in Manchester were held of Sir Edward Mosley, 
Bart., as of his manor of Manchester, by fealty and certain annual rents. And the Jury 
further say that William Hulme was his only son and heir, and that at the time of the 
death of his said father, he was of the age of 6 years, 9 months, and 8 days. " M' William 
Hulme of Broadstone gentleman" was buried at Manchester 26th December, 1637. 
Hulme Hall, in Reddish, was then apparently known as Broadstone, and is now so called. 
William Hulme, the son (who died in 1691), was the founder of the well-known Hulmeian 
Trust

* At the Court held 30th September, 1573, it was stated that Robert Langley had 
purchased a field called Clemence Croft, from John Gregory, gent (See vol. i., p. i6a) 
The Clemence Croft is mentioned in the rental of Lord La Warre, taken in 1473, when 
Christopher Bridd, chaplain, held it in socage.

* This would at first sight appear to be the Oven, known as the Lord's Oven, or the 
oven formerly belonging to the Lord La Warre, where all the tenants of his manor of 
Manchester were obliged to have their bread baked, and to which there have been 
several references in these Records. Thus it passed from Francis Challenor to Richard 
Fox in 1567 (see vol. i., p. 123), from Richard Fox to Laurence Robinson in 1582 (see 
vol. i., p. 233), and from Robert Robinson to Henry Keley in 1616 (see vol. ij, p. 317). 
Since Vol. ij. was printed I have seen the deeds tracing the hbtory of the house in 
which the Lord's Oven was built, from the year 1422 to 1699, and at this time it was in 
the possession of Mr. Henry Keley, and subsequently passed with the rest of his estate. 
The oven referred to in the text as having been purchased by Mr. John Hartley must 
therefore be some other building, and not that known as the Lord's Oven. It is prob> 
ably the same messuage in the Milnegate, which was purchased by Samuel Berry of 
William Barlowe, baker ^ and Francis his son, referred to at the Court, 12th April, 16361

* It is strange that this is the first time that this common form of punishment for 
scolding women has been mentioned in these Records. The Bridle or Brank was an 
instrument made of light iron bars, and was so arranged that it could be easily fastened 
on to and taken off the head of any person, to whom it was ordered to be applied. There 
was a triangular hole through which the culprit's nose passed, and a projecting flat piece 
of iron was inserted in the mouth, which pressed on the tongue and kept that unruly 
member quiet. In some instances this piece of iron had one or more spikes affixed to it, 
which lacerated the mouth badly. This instrument was padlocked on to the "'scold's " 
head, and she was then publicly led through the streets of the town. An illustration of the 
Scold's Bridle in use at Stockport is given in East Cheshire^ voL L, p. 420, and of that 
in use at Macclesfield in vol. ij., p. 474.

of Edward Mosley, Knt. [see vol. ij., p. 300] ; one messuage and 3 gardens in or near 
"le Hanginge Ditch," formerly purchased of Oswald Mosley, Esq., and William Sparke, 
gent, [see vol. ij., p. 310] ; two other messuages there, 4 messuages in or near ** le Toad 
Lane," 2 messuages in " Le Withingreave," 4 acres of land near " le Sude hill Lane," 
all purchased of Robert Radclyfie and Elizabeth Radclyffe, mother of the said Robert

To "Helene Ratclyffe my 
daughter in law" [i>., step-daughter], j^5 ; "to John Ratclyfife my son in law" [t.^., step- 
son] 2O8.; "to Alexander Ratclyffe my son in law" 20s.; "to Margaret Twyforth my 
daughter in law" 208., and to Anne Twyforth 20s. upon condition that the said John, 
Alexander, Helene, and Margaret shall pay to his executors the money due to him. To 
** my sister Anne Thomyley " (?) 40s. yearly, and to her daughter, Anne Thomyley, 20s. 
"To my brother William and my brother James all my apparel equally betwixt them." 
To all the children of his brother James 20s. each ; to "Anthony and John Thomeley 
my sister's sons" 408. each; "to Arthur Burton and Margaret Burton, children of my 
sister Jane " 40s. each ; "to my cosen Alice Spark" 20s. ; "to my cosen William Spark" 
20s.; "to my god-daughter Marie Rogerson" 20s.; "to my god-daughter Margaret 
Smith "20s. "To M' Adam Smith the elder" los., "to his wife" los., and "to my 
sbter[-in-law] Marie Ratclyffe " los. "I make executors of this my will my very good 
friends Adam Smith the younger and Robert Preston and I give them five pounds each 
and I make William Spark supervisor and give him four pounds." The witnesses to this 
will were Henrie Rodley, George Dickinson, of Bolton, James Crompton, John Radclyffe, 
and Robert Gisbrugh. It was proved at Chester in July, 1630. The inventory of his 
effects was taken 8th July, 1630, and includes such items as " cruels," " white cotton," 
"red and white pins," "lace," "bridles," &c., "one peece of Peragon 8s.;" "item in 
money brought home from Beverley " £%2 7s. 5d. There is also a long list of debts. 
The total of the inventory was jf 1,061 15s. 3d. It is clear from the above will that he 
had married Isabel, daughter of Thomas Brownsword, of Manchester, and the widow of 
Alexander Radclyffe, of Stretford, gent., who died in March, 1607-8. (See vol. ij., p. 233.) 
In the will of Thomas Brownsword (brother of Isabel), dated 1620, he calls Stephen 
Rodley his brother-in-law. (See p. 30, note^,) "Isabel y wife of Steven Rodley of 
Manchester " was buried at Manchester 19th March, 1618-19.

^ Richard H alii well's name has frequently occurred in these Records. (See Index to 
vol. ij. and to this volume.) He (or his father?) was one of the two Constables elected 
5th Oct, 1598, and either he or his son (of the same name) was elected Constable 1st Oct. , 
1612. In his will, dated 12th May, 1638, and proved at Chester 29th March, 1639, he 
describes himself as Richard Hallywell the elder, of Manchester, vintner, and mentions his 
son, Samuel Hallywell, and his daughters, Joan Hallywell and Mary Hall3rweU ; his son- 
in-law, John Radcliffe, and Anne, his wife ; his son-in-law, Thomas Eckersall, and Ellen, 
his wife ; his son-in-law, Thomas Ditchfield, and Jane, his wife ; his son-in-law, Edward 
Brett, and Elizabeth, his wife ; his son, James Hallywell, and his eldest son, Richard 
Hallywell, whom he appoints sole executor, desiring the Right Worshipful Roger Downes, 
Esq., to be overseer. 

' Samuel Dickonson died in 1624, but his death has not previously been recorded. 
In his will, dated 27th April, 1624, and proved at Chester 27th May, 1624, ^^ describes 
himself as Samuel Dickenson, of Manchester, innkeeper, and refers to the lands, &c., he 
had lately purchased in Manchester. (See p. 6a ) He mentions his wife, Joan Dickonson ; 
his son, Samuel Dickonson, then under age ; his daughters, Ellen Dickonson and Anne 
Dickonson ; and the child of which his wife was then enceinte. He also mentions his 
sister, Elizabeth Rodley, and his sister, Anne Mooreton ; appoints his wife, Joan, sole 
executrix, and desires his father-in-law, Thomas Shawe, and Ids cousin, Ralph Dickonson, 
of Stockport, to be overseers. 

' This Elizabeth Walkden appears to have been the widow of George Swarland, M. A., 
Usher of the Manchester Grammar School, who died in 1619, his will being proved at 
Chester on the 27th April, 162a He left a wife, Elizabeth, and two sons, Thomas and 
John Swarland. 

^ William Bulkley was a draper in Manchester, and appears to have done a large 
business both there and in London. He married Margaret, one of the daughters of 
Adam Byrom, of Salford, gent, by his wife, Ellen, daughter of Edmund Prestwich, 
of Hulme Hall, Esq. In the Lancashire Visitation of 1664-5 ^^ i^ called William 
Bulkley, '*of Sundlow, co. Stafford." His wiU, dated 13th October, 1638, contains 
many entries of interest. He describes himself as " William Bulkley of Manchester 
draper," refers to his capital messuage in Manchester, wherein he then dwelt, and mentions 
his wife, Margaret, and his son and heir, William Bulkley, then under age, and his two

> At the Court held 9th October, 1627, the death of Henry Goodyear (or Goodier) 
was announced, and it was stated that Thomas Ellingworth (or Illingworth) was his 
heir in right of Margaret, his wife, sister of the said Henry. (See p. 136. ) In his will, 
dated 12th January, i638[-9], and proved at Chester in March, i638[-9], he describes 
himself as Thomas Illingworth, of Manchester, chapman. He mentions his children, 
James, Martha, and Abigail Illingworth, then under age ; his grandchild, John Meare ; 
his brother, Robert Illing>^'orth (to whom he leaves his *' cloak with gold buttons^), and 
the latter*s son, Thomas, who was to have his "gray horsemans coat" "To my 
mother in law Elizabeth Goodyeare widow " £2 ; " to my sister Elizabeth Owen, widow, 
one Phillip and Cheaney Gowne*'; "to my daughter Elizabeth [Meare] two pair of 
pillow bears " &c.

* Of George Clarke, the benevolent donor of the charity which bears his name, very 
little is now known. His name does not occur in the first volume of these Records, and 
only occasionally in vol. ij., and then only after 1610. (See Index.) He was appointed 
one of the two Constables on the 12th October, 1624, and Boroughreeve on the r4th 
October, 1628. He was a haberdasher by trade, and seems to have been very successful 
in business, and to have amassed what was, at that time, a very large fortune. He married ' 
Alice, one of the daughters of Mr. Ralph Gee, of Manchester, and sister of Edward 
Gee, D.D., of Tedboume St. Mary, co. Devon, John Gee, M. A., of Dunsford, co. Devon, 
and George Gee, of Newton, near Manchester, clerk. Her sister, Elizabeth, married 
Charles Worsley, of the Piatt, near Manchester, gent., by whom she had issue. George 
Clarke's will is dated i6th October, 1637. After payment of his debts, he desired his 
goods to be divided into two equal parts, the one of which Alice, his wife, was to have, 
and the other to be used for legacies, &c.

"To the poor of Manchester and Salford, 40 pounds, to be distributed 
upon the day of my funeral and also 60 pounds to be distributed in buying black cloth 
for making 120 coats of the value of 10 shillings apiece, for 120 aged and impotent old 
men in the town aforesaid." *'I make John Hartley, of Manchester, gent, and my cozen 
Raph Worsley, of Piatt, within Rusholme, executors and I give the said John Hartley, 
£$0, and the residue of my goods to the said Raph Worsley, and I entreat the said 
Humfrey Chetham, William RadclifTe and John Dawson to be supervisors.*' The 
witnesses to this will were John Dawson, Rowland Mosley, John Brownsword, and Gerard 
Simkin, and it was proved at Chester 9th November, 1637. The inventory of his effects 
was taken 30th October, 1637. It includes, amongst other items, "hats,** "copper and 
other bands,'* "hat facings of silver,*' &c. The deceased had "in readie silver and 
gould** £74$ 2^ 4d., and "in debts and money laid out** £2,067 9^t ^^^ ^^^^.I of the 
inventory being ;f 2,982 16s. id., or nearly ;f 3,000, a very large sum at that time.

> Alice Clarke did not long survive her husband. In her will, dated 21st December, 
1637, she desired to be buried "within the parish church of Manchester, as near as may 
be to the place where my late husband was buried," and left the following l^^cies : —

brother Edward Gee, DD, now deceased, as shall be living at my decease ** £^ a piece ;

' The name of Henry Kdly^ or Kteley (being usually written Keley, or Kely) occurs 
in vol ij. , after 1608, and more frequently in this volume. (See Indexes. ) He appears to 
have settled in Manchester, and to have been successful in business as a "chapman," as 
he purchased various messuages, &c., in the town from time to time. (See pp. 5, 94, 99.) 
He was elected one of the two Constables on the 5th Oct., 1614, and Boroughreeve on the 
9th Oct., 1623. His will, dated 27th Nov., 1639, was proved at Chester ist Sept, 1640. 
By it he leaves to Elizabeth, his then wife, one third part of his goods, &c. ; to his son, 
Roger Kely, £^ ; to his daughter, Mary Griffin, wife of John Griffin, £2XXi\ and to their 
daughters, Elizabeth, Mary, Martha, Anne, and Sarah Griffin, £iQO a piece, when 21 
years of age.

He mentions his wife, Ellen Butler, 
and his four daughters, Margaret, Mary, Anne, and Elizabeth, without stating whether 
they were married or single. He leaves *' the virginalls now remaining in my dwelling 
house to my said daughter, Anne Butler," and desires that his funeral expenses shall be 
£20 at the least. There are small legacies to Nicholas Seddon, Charles Cooke, John 
Oldham, of Oldfield Lane, George Oldham, son of George Oldham, and " to every one 
of my mother's sisters children. " He appoints William Cooke, of Manchester, gent , 
and John Gilliam, of Newton, co. Lane, executors, and desires his "welbeloved friends 
M' William Bell, of Sinderland, clerk, and James Taylor, of Gorton, yeoman," to be 
overseers. The witnesses were Edmund Hopwood, Robert Twyforde, and Edward 
Johnson* The will of Ellen Butler, his widow, dated 23rd September, 1640, was proved 
at Chester 21st January, i64o[-i].

Page 32. — The Mr, Robert C/ou^he, clerk, deceased, who had left £^ to the Poor of 
Manchester before October, 1620, is probably the same person who, according to 
Whaiton's History of Manchester Grammar School (p. 44), left a messuage and lands in 
Famham, co. Essex, to the School, the rent of which in 1627 was £\ 3s. 4d. 

Page 76, note I. — ^There is some doubt whether the John Holcroft^ who marritd 
Margaret Hunt, is to be identified with the John Holcroft, son and heir of Thomas 
Holcroft and Margaret (Cleydon) his wife, or whether he is not, according to the History 
of the Family of Holcroft ^ by Mr. J. Paul Ry lands, pp. 1 6- 1 7, to be identified with 
Lieut. -Col. John Holcroft (who died in 1656), the son and heir of John Holcroft, of 
Holcroft, Esq., by Anne his wife, daughter of Peter Hey wood, of Heywood, Esq. The 
latter is there stated to have married Margaret, daughter and co-heiress of John Hunt, 
of Manchester, and to have had issue two sons and three daughters, and this appears to 
be based on a contemporary pedigree in the Dodsworth MSS., vol. 142, f. 119. 

Page 90, note i. — It may be added that in the full pedigree of Worsley, of Piatt, 
printed in Booker's History of Birch (p. 67), it is stated that Ralph Worsley, of Plait, 
who died 6th November, 1669, married for his first wife, 9lh December, 1620, Isabel, 
daughter and heir of Edward Massey, of Manchester, gent., and widow of Alexander 
Ford, of Wigan, and had issue. The portion underlined is probably incorrect (as 
suggested in the note on p. 90), for the entry in the Manchester Register 9th December, 
1620, is ** Ralph Worsley and Isabell Massey^ married. 

Page 90, note 4. — For 8th May, 1613, read 8th May, 1623. 

Page 124, notes 3, 4 — Although the lease of the 12th July, 1620, was between 
Edward Rilston, B.D., and Samuel Tipping, yet the purchase in 1626 was irom James 
Rilstony clerk, then of St. Breocke, near Wade, co, Cornwall, the brother and heir of 
Edward Rilston, who had died s. p. c, 1624-5. 1*^^ indenture of the sale of these lands 
is as follows : — 

Indenture made 25th July 1626 between James Rillston, of S^ Breocke, near 
Wade, in the county of Cornwall, clerk, brother and next heir to Edward Rillston, 
batchellor of Divinity and late Fellow of Brasenose Colledge, in Oxford, deceased, 
upon the one part, and Samuel Tippinge, of Manchester, gent, upon the other 
part, Witnesseth that the said James Rillston, in consideration of the sum of ;£^70, 
hath sold to the said Samuel Tipping those two shops, and two chambers over the

now in the tenure of James Bradshawe, on the east part, and the street or way 
which cometh ** frowarde" the Smithidoor there, on the west part. To have and 
to hold the same for ever. A lease of the premises by the said Edward Rillston to 
the said Samuel Tipping, dated 1 2th July 1620, is mentioned. This indenture is 
signed by James Rillston, in one of the two shops, that of Ralph Woollen, in the 
presence of George Tippinge, Adam Smyth, Leonard Browne, Will. Sparke and 
Robt. Twiford.
